Puritan amongft - 
a Million: might doe) in fuch tumultuous © 
» times, and of univerfall confufion, for the fe- 
curing of their temporall happineffe ,. which 
without timely turning on Gods -fide , is all 
_ the Heaven they are like to have in this 
World; or the World tocome: I fay, upon 
‘a Point of great advantage, and advancement 
with fafety, they would -flie from the decli- 
hing State, and downe-fall of their old Matter; - 
though» formerly: the mightieft: Monarchup-

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on earth, as from the ruines of a falling houfe, 
And it canbe no otherwife; for they have no 
dnternall Principle, or fupernaturall power, to. 
~ illighten and enable them to fet their fhoulders 
againft the Torrent of the times,and to’be ovet- 
flowne with it.

ken with the most furions incurfions of thewaves and 
frormes of worldly troubles , preffures and perfecutions. 
And bleffed bee God, that even here uponearth, in 
this vale of teares, there is fucha vifibie and vaft dif 
ference, betwixt a wicked and godly man, .-The one 
is like the raging Sea that cannot reft : the other ftands 
falt. like a Rocke, which fhall never bee removed. An 
mnregenerate heart is ever reftleffe, commonly in 
thefe three regards at the leaft : Firft, by reafon of an 
endleffe, and unfatisfiable appetite after pleafures, ri- 
ches, honours, revenge,or what other Darling delight.

gainft the light of their Confcience; clofeé Agents 
for Popery and Prophanefle; plaufidle Tyrants: a- 
gainft the power of godlineflé; and fach other like | 
netorious Champions of the Devill, and infamous: 
Rebels to the higheft Majeltie. Whom, fith they have 
bin fuch, and have fo defperately, and fo long deppifed 
the riches of His goodneffe, and forbearance, and long- 
Suffering, leading them to Repentance ; God moft juftly _ 
leaves now in the evill day, when once the hot tranfi- 
tory gleame of worldly pleafures is paft, and His 
judgements begin to grow upon their thoughts, like 
a tempeftuous ftorme ; and death to ftand before them 
unrefiftable, like an armed Man ;-and fin to lic at the 
doore, likeabloudhound ; and the guilty Confctence 
to gnaw upon the heart, like a Vulture, ec. I fay,then 
Hee leaves them in Hz righteous judgement to finke 
or Swimme, to eate the. fruit of their owne Wayes,

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g Phe punifhiog them 
for not prizing ‘the 


fruits of Jefus Chiiff:. - 
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men to catt unworthy afperfions upon the glory of 


profefgion for their fakes. Nay too often by its fat- 
tle infinuations,and Sires Songs,it luls them fo long 
upon her lap,that they are caft into an heavy flumber, 
even of carnall fecurity ; Aad that fo deepe and dan- 


geroufly, that though the Lord Iefuus,the Beloved of 


their Soule, cry aloud in their eares by the thrill and 
piercing found of his fpirituail T rumpetters, and by 
the more immediate and-inward motions of his 
Holy Spirit,intreate them fairely upon allloves, for 
his owne deere pafsions-fake, and-all thofe bloody 
fuffsrings to fhake off that carnall drouzineffe, and to 
delight againe inGod; to let the earth falt ont of 
their minds, and againe to minde heavenly things: 
Open to mee my Sifter,my Love,my Dove,my undefiled: 
For my head is filled with dew, and my locks With the 
drops of the night : yet for all this full loth they are to 
leave their beds of eafe: And therefore frame many 
fhifts, excufes and delayes, to paffe by and put off 


thefe compafsionate calls of love, and-mercifullim- - 


portunities; J have put off my coate, how fhall I put 
it on? Ihave Wafhed my feet, how foal I defile them ? 
Whereupon their blefled Spoufe fo unworthily re- 
pelled with fome notorious unkindneffe and ingre- 
eeceipater onely in their hearts fome fenfé and 
glimmerings of his {pirituall fweetnefle and beanty, 
to breed the more fhame and forrow for fo fouleneg- 
le&t, departeth from them fora time ; withdrawes 
thelife and lightfomenefie of ‘his. gratious prefence; 
hides, as it were, in an angry-cloud, the comfortable 
beames of his former favour, and fo leaves them to 
the darkeneffe of their owne fpirits, and in the com- 
fortleffle Dampe of'a juftly deferved defertion, that 
thereby they may be {chooled to-prize Iefus Chrift 
before gold and filver ; and to-preferre; as is moft 
meet, one glimpfe of his pleafed face, before the

The goodueffe of whatfoever wee enjoy , is better 
perceived by vicifsitude of want, then continuall 
fruition. Sleepe is more{weet after the tedioufiieffe | 
of fome wakefull, and wearifome nights :' Liberty, 
and enjoyment of the free aire,and faces of men, af- 
ter reftraint and imprifonment: The glory and 
faireneffe of the Sanne, after a blacke day, or boy- 
_ Kterous ftorme, &c. So Gods favourable afpect is 
much more acceptable after an angry tempelt, and 
hiding his face for a feafin, And the graccs of Sal- 
vation farre more amiable, and admurableto the eye 
of his humbled Childe, after the darkenefle. of a 
ease defertion, ‘Wherefore our gracious God 
oth many times in great mercy and wifedome, de- 
ptive his deareft fervants for a time, of the pre- 
fence of their Spoufe, the aflurance of his loye, and 
fence of thofe graces, that the abfence thereof, may 
reprefent the glory of fuch an ineomparable happi- 
neffe, and thofe heavenly Pearles, more to the ee:
